liminate war. It seems as' 
though its roots are so deeply 
cemented in the court of |n3 
tomational relations. It is' 
so easy to stir up a little 
bitterness, a little hate I So 
easy to draw all the 'world in- 
to a little quarrel, fight ind 
and pulling and scratching as] 
children • 

Assure yourself then! 
that pacifism is the only way 
out. Even before the late war 
reasonable pacifism had .mfide ! 
some progress. In the nine-] 
teonth - century, all the waJ 
through, citizens had aban- 
doned the tiger and turned tol 
the lamb-. Peace v/as no longer! 
a mere holiday between wars J 
The League of Nations, power- 
less as It v/as to prevent thol 
barbarities of the last great 
war, still Illustrated tho 
basic thought of humanity- 
peace . Bit always - there are 
leadors; great, big, bluster- 
ing, ignorant leaders who 
really belong to the lowest 
class of society* Leaders who 
pre not leaders, leadors who 
betray their poor, voiceless,' 
innocent subjects. 

Still there is pacifism- 
the only hope* 



Nearly everyone who 
thinks, must have wondered why 
it is wrong to kill a brother 
in time of peace and right to 
kill a brother in tine of war. 
I don't believe anyone can 
give a reason. An individual, 
in peace, has certain inalien- 
able rights; a fighting indi- 
vidual, In tine of war, loses, 
those rights because the or- 
ganized state from which he 
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contel: 

comes disregards all morala 
during the war. There are 
really no morals between hu- 
mans in time of war. 

You may happen to sec a 
beautiful luxury near you. Why 
don't you take it? Because 
you fear the consequences from 
the law and because there is 
implanted in your soul what is 
intensified by your education, 
a feeling' that it is wrong to 
steal. We, as a world, great- 
ly need both these forces. We 
need them to go along with 
this problem of world order. 
V/e neod International morali- 
ty. 

So America has learned a- 
bout war. We have no right 
what soever to feel superior to 
our forefathers. V/e should 
never forget that^ it is we, 
not they, who have mado a mess 
of things. If they hnd not 
yet fully learned what was 
necessary to establish ' the 
kind of world they wanted, it 
should have been a lesson to 
us. Their experiences , coupled 
v/ith ours since gained, ought 
to have armed us better for 
the task. Our predecessors 
havo failed to ere.: to a world 
of free men. We must try a- 
gain. 

Citizens of the world 
must be taught that they arc 
not mere ions floating in an 
electrolysis and subjected to 
a sort of litmus test; nor 
citizens of the world with no 
more duty than to keep their 
feelings toward other fellows 
at an ebb of radium. T ./c all 
must become soldiers in a mul- 
titude, soldiers of a nation 
whose boundaries are not set 
down in maps. And then glori- 
ously and in triumph, wc must 
all become 3 old! or s for peace I 



Ever since life began, 
living hos been nothing more 
than life between wars. World 
War II is tho last war to re- 
member. And now that the 
twentieth century is teaching 
the halfway mark there should 
no longer be any dreams of 
conquest. The globe is all 
one, so what is the use of 
conquering? There are no more 
real, basic explanations for 
war. Democracy, in sone form, 
is found in every nation of 
the world today. Only time i3 
needed to show the results. 
Democracy isn't as perfect as 
v/e would like to think. Al- 
ways * democracy is in groat 
peril. Think of an ivy plant 
with Its vines stretching out 
and bockoning all to hor 
gracefully for comfort. And 
then what happens when the ivy 
is deglected? It shriveles up 
end dies and ha3 no more use 
to mankind.

The assurance of a living 
peace must be the work of the 
people themselves, "/hy then 
arc we, speaking in behalf of 
all people, allowing irrespon- 
sible ignorant moto. to gain 
control of government? The 
only hope of the future rests 
in the elasticity of human na- 
ture; to overcome all carica- 
tural ignorance. V/c all must 
be tolerant of organized wish- 
es, to respect all forms of 
government, allowing that the 
citizens of that' government 
hrve no complaint. Only when 
this alii is realized will we 
enjoy the fruits of real vic- 
tory - love, joy, and peace.
